MEMORIAL 

Of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States : 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  respectfully  represent  that  on 
the  21st  of  January,  1875,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Swann,  of  Mary- 
land, it  was  resolved,  "  That  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
be  requested  to  ascertain  and  report  the  condition  and  capacity 
of  the  existing  public  buildings  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  to 
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accommodate  a  vast  trade  which  is  already  beginning  to  tax 
the  capacity  of  that  great  commercial  centre,  and  the  extent 
and  accommodation  of  all  the  public  buildings  heretofore 
authorized  by  the  Government,  whether  completed  or  in  pro- 
gress of  enlargement." 

That  in  accordance  with  said  resolution  a  sub-committee, 
composed  of  Messrs.  Swann,  Hale  and  Loughridge,  made  a 
report,  (which  is  printed,)  in  which  they  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  a  resolution  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  "  that  a 
commission  to  be  composed  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
Post  Master  General,  and  the  Supervising  Architect  of  the 
Treasury,  be  instructed  to  visit  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
after  careful  examination  report  to  Congress  what  increase  of 
space  is  required  in  order  to  re-adjust  and  straighten  the  lines 
of  the  present  site  occupied  by  the  Custom  House  buildings, 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  in  order  to  serve  as  a  protection 
against  further  encroachment,  and  also  to  ascertain  the  cost  of 
such  ground  or  other  property  in  some  central  location  near 
the  City  Hall,  or  elsewhere  not  distant  from  that  point,  for 
the  purpose  of  a  post  office,  adequate  to  the  wants  of  the 
people  of  said  city."  It  was  also  resolved,  "  that  as  soon  as 
said  property  needed  for  the  extension  and  enlargement  of  the 
public  buildings  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  have  been  de- 
cided upon,  the  Supervising  Architect  be  instructed  to  prepare 
in  detail  such  plans  and  estimates  as  will  show  the  total  cost 
of  said  grounds  and  improvements,  with  all  additions  needed 
thereto,  and  report  to  Congress  at  a  day  not  later  than  the  first 
Monday  of  December  next." 

That  subsequently  on  the  19th  of  February,  1875,  the  reso- 
lutions and  report  of  the  sub-committee  were  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  said  committee, 
at  the  time,  being  composed  of  the  Hons.  J.  A.  Garfield, 
Eugene  Hale,  Wm.  A.  Wheeler,  Charles  O'Neil,  H.  H.  Stark- 
weather, Wm.  Loughridge,  J.  C.  Parker,  Jas.  N.  Tyner,  S.  S. 
Marshall,  Thomas  Swann  and  John  Hancock. 

Your  memorialists  further  represent  that  the  resolutions  of 
said  Committee  on  Appropriations  were  not  acted  upon  by  Con- 
gress, and  that  since  that  time  the  political  excitements  of  the 
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country  and  general  depression  of  trade  and  other  causes  have 
prevented  a  renewal  of  the  effort  then  made  to  secure  the  ac- 
commodations asked  for  in  the  erection  of  a  suitable  post  office 
building.  Your  memorialists  further  represent  that  the  grow- 
ing trade  of  Baltimore,  its  rapidly  increasing  population,  its 
geographical  position,  and  close  proximity  to  the  great  centres 
of  western  trade,  which  is  daily  increasing  in  volume  and  im- 
portance, render  it  imperatively  necessary  that  a  public  build- 
ing, to  be  used  for  a  post  office,  should  be  erected.  In  this 
connection  we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  accompanying 
statements  from  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  Baltimore,  and 
the  Post  Master  of  said  city,  showing  the  increased  volume  of 
trade  and  that  commercial  necessities  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
post  office  building. 

Your  memorialists  would  respectfully  refer  to  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  Supervising  Architect  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, showing  the  amounts  of  monies  heretofore  appropriated 
for  various  cities  of  the  country,  and  would  particularly  direct 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  whilst  the  City  of  Baltimore 
has  received  no  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  public  build- 
ings since  1865,  and  although  her  trade  and  commerce  has 
been  rapidly  increasing  as  has  her  population,  that  the  City 
of  Boston  has  received  an  appropriation  of  $865,000  for  the 
erection  of  a  sub-treasury ;  the  City  of  Cincinnatti  $300,000 
for  the  erection  of  a  post  office  and  custom  house ;  the  City  of 
Covington,  Kentucky,  $305,000  for  a  court  house  and  post 
office ;  the  City  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  $450,000  ;  the  City  of 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  $160,000  for  a  post  office;  Jersey  City,  N.  J., 
$112,000  for  a  post  office;  and  other  cities  of  less  population 
and  not  of  the  same  commercial  importance,  have  received 
appropriations  for  erection  of  adequate  and  suitable  public 
buildings.  Th?t  whilst  your  memorialists  do  not  wish  to  be 
understood  as  complaining  of  the  liberality  which  has  been 
shown  to  other  and  sister  cities  of  the  country,  we  claim 
that  the  City  of  Baltimore,  whose  merchants  and  importers 
pay  into  the  treasury  over  five  millions  of  dollars  per  annum 
for  duties,  and  when  the  value  of  imported  merchandise  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  year  amounted  to  over  twenty-two  millions 
of  dollars,  and  the  value  of  domestic  foreign  exports  for  the 
same  time  of  over  fifteen  millions  of  dollars,  being  an  increase 
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at  the  end  of  the  last  five  years  of  over  twenty-four  millions  of 
dollars,  that  her  people,  her  merchants  and  importers,  who 
have  daily  transactions  through  the  medium  of  the  post  office, 
should  receive  such  increased  facilities  as  her  trade  and  com- 
merce absolutely  require. 

We  appeal  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  not  to  be 
governed  by  the  stringency  of  the  times  in  deciding  upon  our 
just  claims,  and  we  would  respectfully  urge  that  the  facts 
herein  set  forth  ought  to  be  sufficient  reason  for  speedy  and 
favorable  action. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  that  the  proper  committee 
of  your  Honorable  Body  may  be  directed  to  ascertain  and  re- 
port at  this  session  of  Congress,  such  proper  appropriation  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  erection  of  a  new  post  office  building, 
under  such  commission  as  Congress  may  be  pleased  to  organ- 
ize for  that  purpose.
